Permit complete freedom of 
movement to and from the con­ 
ference site. 
3. Allow each side to send anyone 
they wished, up to 150 persons, 
including “representatives of the 
press,” to the conference site. 
“If you agree to these proposals,** 
Ridgway said, “the present recess 
can be terminated and the confer­ 
ence resumed without delay and 
with some expectation of progress.’* 
Ridgway told the Reds that “since 
the first meeting at Kaesong your 
delegation has placed restrictions 
on the movement of our delega­ 
tion.”

The Case Of Tungsten 
Two defense agencies have been charged with 
responsibility for this country’s “pitifully small” store 
o tungsten, that hard and scarce metal essential to 
the production of arms and civilian goods. They are 
accused of playing “blind man’s buff”—with all the 
players blindfolded”—until the communist victory in 
c hina closed the best source of supply. And then, it 
is asserted, stockpiling “merely stepped up from a 
crawl to a shuffle.” 
A subcommittee of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, generally called the Senate’s defense 
“watchdog” committee, has handed up this indictment. 
The defense agencies involved are the Army and the 
Munitions Board. And the phrases already quoted are 
only some of the sharply worded criticisms in the 
subcommittee’s report on the tungsten situation. 
One more sentence might sum it up: “This is one 
of the worst examples of the evil effects of bureau­ 
cratic complacency upon the defense program that our 
subcommittee has uncovered.” 
It can be said in extenuation of the two agencies 
that thfe present stockpile, however inadequate, is 
larger than the supply in this country at the begin­ 
ning of World War II. But that is not the question. 
The question is to what extent the nation’s needs 
were met. 
That must be the criterion, and the two agencies 
concerned can hardly plead not guilty. The subcom­ 
mittee declares that “the free world stands on the 
verge of tungsten starvation.” It says we are “in a 
position where we must tighten our belts until it hurts 
and it is going to hurt plenty.” It says there is no 
possible way now to provide all the tungsten required 
for essential military and civilian production. 
So there has been a failure. It was an inexcusable 
failure, because there is simply no excuse good enough 
when what needed to be done went undone. 


Never Had It So Good 
Norway has put on the American run a new tanker, 
the Dalfonn. Each of the 50 officers and seamen 
aboard the 24,500-ton motor ship has a private, air- 
conditioned cabin, and facilities for crew entertain­ 
ment include an aluminum swimming pool. 
All this luxury will seem incredible to those who 
have read “Moby Dick,” “Mutiny on the Bounty,” 
“Twenty Years Before 
the Mast.” or 
“The Caine 
Mutiny.” Indeed, it will seem incredible to the men 
aboard most of the ships still afloat, for naval archi­ 
tects have not been noticeably solicitious about the 
comfort, or even the health, of seamen. 
Bad ventilation, criwded sleeping quarters, lack 
of privacy and boredom have been the traditional lot 
of ships’ crews. 
The new dispensation Is not wholly a matter of 
humanitarianism. 
The 
discomforts of life at sea, 
particularly on merchantmen, have lessened the num­ 
ber who are willing to become seamen. 
The luxury offered by the Dalfonn is obviously an 
attempt to meet the problem of recruitment. 
Some of the oldest and toughest of sea dogs may 
look with scorn at the Dalfonn, as an old Regular 
Army sergeant will snear at even the modest com­ 
forts of the modern army camp. But few will share 
their nostalgia for the Spartan life in the forecastles 
and barracks of old. Men can be men, good soldiers 
and good sailors, without living like cattle. 


Aid To Korean Schools 
The Republic of Korea has been assured by the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization that it will be helped in the job of 
rehabilitating its schools. The Korean minister of 
education has asked for assistance in mapping out an 
educational program and for financial aid. He also 
asked for help in a campaign to increase literacy in 
his country. 
The director general of Unesco, Jaime Torres 
Bodet, replied that the needed help would be given 
to Korea and mentioned the particular debt that the 
United Nations owed to Korea. Had the Republic 
wished to surrender to the North Koreans it might 
have spared the destruction of its cities. Instead it 
elected to fight and it became a symbol of United 
Nations unity. This is a debt that cannot be taken 
lightly. 
It seems appropriate that one of the ways in 
which the obligation to Korea will be repaid is through 
education. In Korea the United Nations can prove to 
the world that it is interested not only in stopping 
wars by use of international force but also in prevent­ 
ing them by eliminating the sources of war. Poverty, 
ignorance and disease have been contributing causes 
to war since men first took arms against one another. 
Any move to eliminate or alleviate these evils is a 
step in the right direction.

Insect Venom Reactions 


Fate plays strange tricks. A 42 
year old Texan, in the best of 
health, decided to trim the hedge 
alongside his house. H struck a nest 
of yellow jackets and was stung on 
the forehead, back of the neck, and 
probably 
in 
the 
arm pit. 
W ithin 
three minutes he turned blue and 
began to froth at the m outh; in five 
m inutes he was dead. The m an was 
thought at first to have had a 
heart attack but his physician final­ 
ly came to the conclusion th at sen­ 
sitivity to the sting of a yellow 
jacket was responsible. Three weeks 
prior to his death he had been stung 
on an arm and the entire limb 
puffed up like a balloon. 
A resident of Santa Monica, C al, 
was more fortunate. He was stroll­ 
ing along the beach barefooted and 
stepped on some half dead bees 
lying in the sand near the water 
line. Almost immediately he felt a 
sharp pain near the base of his left 
great toe; 
ten minutes later his 
palms began to tingle and stiffen 
and the lips became num b and 
swollen. W ithin a half hour he be­ 
came weak and suffered abdominal 
cramps. Meanwhile, swelling of the 
eyelids and other parts of the body, 
tightness of the chest, hives, and 
intense itching developed. His phy­ 
sician, who was called immediately, 
recognized the difficulty and the 
m an was completely relieved after 
an injection of adrenalin. 


Such reactions after insect bites 
usually are on an allergic basis; the 
individual is sensitive to the venom. 
As a rule the area swells and itches 
intensely; 
the 
lesion th a t arises 
after a mosquito bite is a typical 
example. The afterm ath is more 
serious when greater sensitivity ex­ 
ists. In some the eyes become puffy 
and itching is excruciating; others 
encounter asthm a with sneezing and 
wheezing. A sense of uneasiness, 
rapid pulse, and a fall in blood pres­ 
sure ahso may occur. The severe re­ 
action encountered by the Califor­ 
nia m an is rare and the experience 
of the Texan was extremely u n ­ 
usual. 
Much 
depends 
upon 
the 
am ount of venom injected and the 
degree of sensitivity. 
The ordinary insect bite generally 
can be disregarded. Household am ­ 
monia or a wet pack made W’ith 
sodiuirl bicarbonate eases itching. 
O intm ents containing one of the 
antihistam inics are proving to be 
excellent remedies; they are specific 
against allergies and frequently of­ 
fer relief within a few m inutes after 
application. A physician should be 
consulted for the more violent re­ 
actions because emergency care may 
be required. Persons who are not 
sensitive to mosquito bites often as­ 
sert they never are bitten. This is 
not true; the insects like them as 
well as anyone else, but when there 
is no reaction to the sting the per­ 
son is unaware of having been 
bitten. 


M arked sensitivity to insects may 
be a hazard to men and women who 
work out in the open. A rancher or 
farm er, for example, w’ho is sensi­ 
tive to bees, wasps, or bettles must 
be on the lookout a t all times. De­ 
sensitization may be necessary and 
stinging 
insect venoms now 
are 
available 
commercially, 
but 
con­ 
tinuous treatm ent with these ex­ 
tracts may be necessary because 
protection is shortlived. The an ti­ 
histam inics also help and 
many 
m ust learn to give themselves emer­ 
gency adrenalin if a dangerous re­ 
action arises.

In the orient, “face” is everything. 
It is the quality of success, of 
position, of authority. It determines 
who is right and who is wrong. 
Surely, the Far Eastern experts in 
the State D epartm ent and those 
who practice psychological warfare 
know all about “face.” 
Yet. this country has been jockied 
into the position of suing for peace. 
Instead of meeting on a hospital 
ship, the truce conference is in 
enemy-held territory, in an enemy 
city, surrounded by an enemy guard. 
Our representatives came unarm ed; 
the enemy came armed. They were 
serviced by their press and photo­ 
graphers; our reporters were for­ 
bidden access to the meetings. 


This was not what the Army 
intended the American people 
to know. It was only the courage 
and daring of American news­ 
papermen 
who 
forced 
these 
faets into the open in spite of 
military censorship. The Army 
was handling this situation as 
General Eisenhower handled the 
truce with the Germans at the 
end of World War II. He tried 
to suppress the faets of the 
truce, but Edward Kennedy of 
the Associated Press refused to 
he a party to the deceit. Such 
newspapermen are in the grand 
tradition of this profession. 


The first truce meetings were not 
even as between equals. The C hi­ 
nese came as 
they 
chose: 
the 
Americans came as subordinates. It 
is astonishing 
that 
the 
Chinese 
communists did not revert to their 
ancient custom of requiring for­ 
eigners to kow'-tow — th a t is to 
bow low. striking their foreheads on 
the ground three times in total 
abjection. The old M anchu emper­ 
ors demanded th at and were re­ 
sisted by a braver race. 
Who is responsible for this hu­ 
m iliation? 
Someohe issued the order to re­ 
duce the United States to a de­ 
feated nation. Or, have we been de­ 
feated? Are we suing for peace? 
The entire episode is astonishing. 
The President's message of friend­ 
ship to the Russian people, ham ­ 
mered over the Voice of America 
m any times during the day, is also 
a misreading of the oriental as 
well as the Russian mentality. 


Among Orientals one does not 
speak of friendship unless one 
feels weak, abject, subordinate. 
The language of position de­ 
mands the tone of equality. It 
Is a nuance of words and ideas 
which the psychological war-

fare ought to catch, by ear, 
almost instinctively. 
Orientals 
pay strict attention 
to such 
shadings of posture and man­ 
ner. 


In a word, both the Russians and 
the Chinese will sense a feeling of 
“scare” on the part of the United 
States. They, of course, know their 
own strength and weakness, and 
they can have a good idea of ours. 
B ut they m ust wonder why we are 
so scared. It m ust be difficult for 
people who have never known a 
free election to realize th at the ap­ 
proach of the 1952 campaign has 
psychological effects upon the Ad­ 
m inistration th at could not exist 
in their own countries. They shoot 
down the opposition. 
The “loss cf face” w7hich 
the 
opening of the Kaesong conference 
has brought to us cannot be m eas­ 
ured by specific yardsticks. Among 
those who must resist Russia in 
Asia, if they are to rem ain free 
and independent — Burma, Siam 
(Thailand*, 
French 
Indo-China, 
Philippines, Pakistan and even In ­ 
dia — the disappointm ent is likely 
to be very profound. 
For even if the leaders in those 
countries recognize th at Americans 
do not give a tinker’s damn about 
“face.” they will continue to w in ­ 
der, as they have for many years, 
whether they dare entrust their 
fate and prospects to a country 
th a t so often does not seem to know 
w hat it is about. 


No sound State Department 
would have permitted its coun­ 
try to walk Into this obvious 
and cleverly constructed trap. 
Either the experts were ignored 
by the man from Independence, 
Missouri, or we no longer have 
any experts, or the same old 
pro-Communist gang, so vio­ 
lently opposed by Senator Joe 
McCarthy, Is still at work. You 
can have your choice. 


There is one other side to all 
this: Americans tend to be prac­ 
tical. If a truce is to be found, let's 
find it and get on with it! From 
th at 
standpoint, w hat 
difference 
does it make whether we “lose face” 
or not? T hat side has meaning in 
the United States; in Asia it can­ 
not be understood at all. Therefore, 
we m ight assume from the reck­ 
lessness of the truce instructions 
th at the State D epartm ent is pre­ 
pared to pull out of Asia altogether 
and 
to 
leave 
th at 
continent to 
Soviet Russia by default. In a word, 
in spite of all th at has happened, 
this country is still functioning on 
the theories of Yalta.

heavy. Older was among those who 
deprecated this column. 
Later a friend reported th at he 
had seen Older with both a mem­ 
ber of the Soviet Tass News Agency 
and the editor of the Soviet Infor­ 
m ation Service, which wras publish­ 
ed by the Russian Embassy. As a 
result, I went to J. Edgar Hoover, 
told him of this report and asked 
whether he had any information 
regarding Older and a possible af­ 
filiation with Communism. 
Mr. Hoover reported a week or so 
later th at Older was listed as a 
member of the Communist party in 
W ashington. 
Next dav I called Older in, figur­ 
ing th at in conformity with stand­ 
ard Communist practice he would 
deny membership in the party. But 
he didn't. He told the truth. 


Dazzling Authoress 


In a way this made things more 
difficult. If he had lied, it would 
have been easy to fire him. But 
when a mnn tells the truth you cer­ 
tainly owe it to him to listen to 
his story. 
So we had a long talk, during 
which Older said he had joined the 
party early in 1940 largely through 
the influence of R uth McKenny, 
author of “My Sister Eileen,” and 
editor of the New’ Masses from 1937 
to 1946. who later broke with Com­ 
munism. The counsel for the Senate 
Internal Security Committee states 
th a t Miss McKenny broke with the 
party at the same time Browder 
had his difficulties. 
Older’s father was born in Rus­ 
sian Poland, and Andy had been 
ardently anxious for peace between 
the United States and Russia. He 
said, however, th at he had had a 
few’ tough policies to swallow’ which 
had jarred him —one of them being 
the party line against preparedness 
a t a time when Stalin and Hitler 
w’ere allies in 1939, and later the 
sudden party switch to all-out pre­ 
paredness. 
He said th at he had been trying 
to get aw’ay from the party, had n ’t 
attended meetings since 1944 and 
was fed up with highhanded Com­ 
m unist tactics. How’ever, 
he 
said 
th at it was hard to get awav when 
you were once a member because 
the comrades blackmailed you by 
threatening to expose your mem ber­ 
ship. 
He said he gradually had come 
around to my point of view’ th at 
Russia was the chief disrupter of 
the peace and th at her tactics under 
the Kremlin were just as im perial­ 
istic as under the Czar. 


Lippman Had Communist Secretary 


At first I thought I could wean 
Older completely away from Com­ 
munism and had some talks along 
this line with J. Edgar Hoover. I 
figured th at if I could get Older to 
do a Budenz and take a m ilitant 
stand against the party, he w’ould 
become a highly useful citizen. 
How’ever, I also had heard th at 
the Communists had planted a sec­ 
retary on W alter Lippmann and 
th at it was standard Communist 
practice to put men in key spots 
where they could influence public 
opinion. So, figuring there was no 
use making life difficult by sitting 
on a continual keg of dynamite, I 
let Older go. 
I saw him occasionally after th at 
and have reason to believe he threw 
his old associates 
overboard 
and 
straightened himself out politically. 
In fact, he became something of 
a small-scale capitalist, and in ad­ 
dition to his trade journals, oper­ 
ated a laundry. 
And since he cannot be here to 
defend himself, I would like to say 
th at Andy Older was one of those 
u n f o r t u n a t e 
youngsters, W’ho, 
through the influence of persuasive 
personalities, got off to a bad start, 


WASHINGTON—The great con­ 
troversy over whether the power 
to impose economic controls is to 
be retained by the emergency agen­ 
cies revolves almost wholly around 
the need of price and wage regula­ 
tion to arrest inflation.

Wilson aimed at dissolving the bot­ 
tleneck in machine tools said to be 
holding up the rearm am ent pro­ 
gram in key industries, especially in 
the m anufacture of jet aircraft. 
First of all, the directive permits 
higher 
prices 
for 
machine-tool* 
makers as well as providing help in 
manpower, m aterials and the fin­ 
ancing of contracts. 


Encourage Production 


Second, Mr. Wilson declares th at 
adjustm ent 
of 
price 
ceilings 
is 
necessary so as to encourage in­ 
creased production and to grant the 
industry 
“more 
equitable 
treat­ 
m ent.” He states that the “cost of 
the delay in waiting for machine 
tools will far exceed the cost of the 
tools.” 
Third, the machine-tool industry, 
which is now’ operating at the rate 
of $675,000,000 a year, will have to 
be stepped up to make $2,900,000,000 
of metalworking tools by July 1 of 
next year. 
These considerations are serious 
enough to make exceptions in the 
governm ent’s price-control program, 
but the significant fact is th at the 
government agencies are face to 
face with a reality—the need for 
encouragement of production. 


Defense Effort Hurt 


Most of the officials hereabouts 
have been so busy placating labor- 
union demands for lim itations on 
corporate 
income, restrictions on 
amortization of plant facilities, and 
price controls that they have al­ 
lowed the defense program to lag 
behind.

This is not the only reason, of 
course, for past delays in the arm ­ 
am ent program, because there are 
others—such as failure of the gov­ 
ernm ent to get going soon enough, 
as is evidenced by the revelations 
before a congressional committee 
thab the famous B-36’s have not 
been produced in quantities needed 
by the U. S. Air Force. 
It is more im portant now to pre­ 
vent future delays. The surest wa| 
to delay further the arm am ent pro­ 
gram is for Congress to listen to 
“left wing” propaganda th at all is 
lost unless unlimited power is given 
to impose controls on prices. Even 
in the m atter of the rollback of 
cattle prices, the issue has been 
exaggerated. In due time there will 
be a scarcity of beef because it will 
be found th at the price-control pro­ 
gram has discouraged production. 
The argum ent th at the housewife is 
being 
discriminated 
against 
and 
th at members of Congress who are 
questioning the drastic control me­ 
thods are voting against the interest 
of the consumer is one th a t will not 
be uttered so loudly a year from 
now if the production of beef to take 
care of expanding demand is found 
to be much less than anticipated. 
The rule works there as it does on 
machine tools—production must be 
encouraged. 


Unbiased Approach Needed 


To manage the economic system 
of the United States in such a way 
as to curb runaway inflation and 
at the same time not to discourage 
productions requires a nonpolitical, 
dispassionate approach. Situations 
in different businesses and indust­ 
ries will vary. Hence a flexible powT- 
er is more im portant than a rigid 
system. There would have been a 
grant of flexible pow’er if m any 
members of Congress and their con­ 
stituents had not lost confidence in 
the handling of the control pro­ 
gram. The dram atic defection by or* 
ganized labor and the consequent 
approval of the escalator clauses in 
w’age contracts, as demanded by the 
unions, led other groups to feel they, 
too, could exert pressure. 
W hat is needed more than ever 
is a better understanding of in­ 
centives to production, and when 
the price-control officials take due 
account of the need for preserving 
incentive—and when Congress also 
takes this into consideration in the 
making of tax rates—there will be 
a better 
chance to restrain all 
groups and curb such inflationary 
trends as present a real danger.

The top official in charge of the 
agencies

controls, Charles E. Wilson, is able 
and sincere, and of this the country 
is probably aware. His radio addres­ 
ses to the country convey earnest­ 
ness and conviction. And the coun­ 
try is certainly aware th at some 
controls are necessary. Congress was 
aware of this wnen it enacted the 
existing controls 
in

Defense 
Production Act last September. And 
the country probably understands 
th at the need for which the con­ 
trols were set up will not end with

Why then is there unwillingness 
in Congress to enact controls which 
Mr.

Inherited Trouble 


A large portion of Mr. Wilson's 
truobles are an inheritance.

taining, th at over a period cover­ 
ing the whole of his Presidency 
beginning in 1945, he and his Ad­ 
m inistration followed policies and 
practices which caused the price 
level to rise, cost of living to go 
higher 
and 
inflation

creasing momentum. 
All this clearly is no responsibility 
of Mr. Wilson’s.

The Case Of Tungsten 
Two defense agencies have been charged with 
responsibility for this country’s “pitifully small” store 
or tungsten, that hard and scarce metal essential to 
the production of arms and civilian goods. They are 
accused of playing “blind m an’s buff”—with all the 
players “blindfolded”—until the communist victory in 
China closed the best source of supply. And then, it 
is asserted, stockpiling “merely stepped up from a 
crawl to a shuffle.” 
A subcommittee of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, generally called the Senate’s defense 
“watchdog” committee, has handed up this indictment. 
The defense agencies involved are the Army and the 
Munitions Board. And the phrases already quoted are 
only some of the sharply worded criticisms in the 
subcommittee’s report on the tungsten situation. 
One more sentence might sum it up: “This is one 
of the worst examples of the evil effects of bureau­ 
cratic complacency upon the defense program that our 
subcommittee has uncovered.” 
It can be said in extenuation of the two agencies 
that thfe present stockpile, however inadequate, is 
larger than the supply in this country at the begin­ 
ning of World War II. But that Is not the question. 
The question is to what extent the nation’s needs 
were met. 
That must be the criterion, and the two agencies 
concerned can hardly plead not guilty. The subcom­ 
mittee declares that “the free world stands on the 
verge of tungsten starvation.” It says we are “in a 
position where we must tighten our belts until it hurts 
and it is going to hurt plenty.” It says there is no 
possible way now to provide all the tungsten required 
for essential military and civilian production. 
So there has been a failure. It was an inexcusable 
failure, because there Is simply no excuse good enough 
when what needed to be done went undone. 


Never Had It So Good 
Norway has put on the American run a new tanker, 
the Dalfonn. Each of the 50 officers and seamen 
aboard the 24.500-ton motor ship has a private, air­ 
conditioned cabin, and facilities for crew entertain­ 
ment include an aluminum swimming pool. 
All this luxury will seem incredible to those who 
have read “Moby Dick.” “Mutiny on the Bounty.” 
“Twenty Years Before the Mast,” or “The Caine 
Mutiny.’* Indeed, it will seem incredible to the men 
aboard most of the ships still afloat, for naval archi­ 
tects have not been noticeably solicitious about the 
comfort, or even the health, of seamen. 
Bad ventilation, criwded sleeping quarters, lack 
of privacy and boredom have been the traditional lot 
of ships’ crews. 
The new dispensation Is not wholly a matter of 
humanitarianism. The discomforts of life at sea, 
particularly on merchantmen, have lessened the num­ 
ber who are willing to become seamen. 
The luxury offered by the Dalfonn is obviously an 
attempt to meet the problem of recruitment. 
Some of the oldest and toughest of sea dogs may 
look with scorn at the Dalfonn. as an old Regular 
Army sergeant will snear at even the modest com­ 
forts of the modern army camp. But few will share 
their nostalgia for the Spartan life in the forecastles 
and barracks of old. Men can be men, good soldiers 
and good sailors, without living like cattle. 


Aid To Korean Schools 
The Republic of Korea has been assured by the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization that it will be helped in the job of 
rehabilitating its schools. The Korean minister of 
education has asked for assistance in mapping out an 
educational program and for financial aid. He also 
asked for help in a campaign to increase literacy in 
his country. 
The director general of Unesco, Jaime Torres 
Bodet, replied that the needed help would be given 
to Korea and mentioned the particular debt that the 
United Nations owed to Korea. Had the Republic 
wished to surrender to the North Koreans it might 
have spared the destruction of its cities. Instead it 
elected to fight and it became a symbol of United 
Nations unity. This is a debt that cannot be taken 
lightly. 
It seems appropriate that one of the ways In 
which the obligation to Korea will be repaid is through 
education. In Korea the United Nations can prove to 
the world that it Is Interested not only in stopping 
wars by use of international force bu t also in prevent­ 
ing them by eliminating the sources of war. Poverty, 
ignorance and disease have been contributing causes 
to war since men first took arms against one another. 
Any move to eliminate or alleviate these evils is a 
step in the right direction. 


Marching With Time 
The “March of Time.” documentary film series 
which has presented, analyzed and interpreted trends 
in the news for over seventeen years, will shortlv be 
seen no more in the nation’s movie houses. The films 
will henceforth be seen over television. 
The series began in the midst of the great depres­ 
sion and continued to chronicle and explain the world 
situation through World War II and the eventful 
years since. The films maintained a standard of excel­ 
lence that commanded attention even from people who 
went to the theater purely for relaxation and enter­ 
tainment and who would ordinarily have shunned 
educational productions. 
The long series contributed much to the docu­ 
mentary approach to movie making. Perhaps it can 
have a corresponding effect on the comparatively new 
field of television. In turning aside from its shrinking 
movie audiences and stepping into a new field, the 
film series seems to keep spirit with its dramatic 
identifying signature line, “Time marches on.” 


Spare Tires Again 
The Defense Production Administration is lifting 
its ban against spare tires in new automobiles. Manly 
Fleischmann, the administrator, explained that there 
have been an improvement In the rubber situation and 
a reduction in automobile production. Fewer new cars 
require fewer spare tires. The combined result, he said, 
makes it passible to lift the ban against the spare. 
All this is to the good. We are glad that the rubber 
situation is better. We are not glad that automobile 
production is lower, although on Sunday afternoons 
it is even passible to be glad for that. But we are glad 
that the new cars in the showrooms will have spare 
tires again. We think Fleischmann owes his public, 
however, exact figures on the rubber savings achieved 
by the spare tire ban, which prevented the manu­ 
facturer from installing a spare tire, leaving that Job 
to the nearest service station.

Insect Venom Reactions 


Fate plays strange tricks. A 42 
year old Texan, in the best of 
health, decided to trim the hedge 
alongside his house. H struck a nest 
of yellow jackets and was stung on 
the forehead, back of the neck, and 
probably in 
the armpit. 
Within 
three minutes he turned blue and 
began to froth at the mouth; in five 
minutes he was dead. The man was 
thought at first to have had a 
heart attack but his physician final­ 
ly came to the conclusion that sen­ 
sitivity to the sting of a yellow 
jacket w’as responsible. Three weeks 
prior to his death he had been stung 
on an arm and the entire limb 
puffed up like a balloon. 
A resident of Santa Monica, Cal., 
was more fortunate. He was stroll­ 
ing along the beach barefooted and 
stepped on some half dead bees 
lying in the sand near the water 
line. Almost immediately he felt a 
sharp pain near the base of his left 
great toe; ten minutes later his 
palms began to tingle and stiffen 
and the lips became numb and 
swollen. Within a half hour he be­ 
came weak and suffered abdominal 
cramps. Meanwhile, swelling of the 
eyelids and other parts of the body, 
tightness of the chest, hives, and 
intense itching developed. His phy­ 
sician, who was called immediately, 
recognized the difficulty and the 
man w'as completely relieved after 
an injection of adrenalin. 


Such reactions after insect bites 
usually are on an allergic basis; the 
individual is sensitive to the venom. 
As a rule the area swells and itches 
intensely; 
the lesion that arises 
after a mosquito bite is a typical 
example. The afterm ath is more 
serious when greater sensitivity ex­ 
ists. In some the eyes become puffy 
and itching is excruciating; others 
encounter asthm a with sneezing and 
wheezing. A sense of uneasiness, 
rapid pulse, and a fall in blood pres­ 
sure also may occur. The severe re­ 
action encountered by the Califor­ 
nia man is rare and the experience 
of the Texan was extremely un­ 
usual. 
Much 
depends 
upon 
the 
amount of venom injected and the 
degree of sensitivity. 
The ordinary insect bite generally 
can be disregarded. Household am ­ 
monia or a wet pack made with 
sodiutA bicarbonate eases itching. 
Ointments containing one of the 
antihistaminics are proving to be 
excellent remedies; they are .specific 
against allergies and frequently of­ 
fer relief within a few minutes after 
application. A physician should be 
consulted for the more violent re­ 
actions because emergency care may 
be required. Persons who are not 
sensitive to mosquito bites often as­ 
sert they never are bitten. This is 
not true; the insects like them as 
well as anyone else, but when there 
is no reaction to the sting the per­ 
son is unaware of having been 
bitten. 


Marked sensitivity to insects may 
be a hazard to men and wromen who 
work out in the open. A rancher or 
farmer, for example, who is sensi­ 
tive to bees, wasps, or betties must 
be on the lookout at all times. De­ 
sensitization may be necessary and 
stinging insect venoms now are 
available commercially, but con­ 
tinuous treatment with these ex­ 
tracts may be necessary because 
protection is shortlived. The anti­ 
histaminics also help and many 
must learn to give themselves emer­ 
gency adrenalin if a dangerous re­ 
action arises. 


HAIR LOSS

cently I had a nervous breakdown 
and since then my hair is becoming 
thinner.

Nervousness and illness are listed 
among the causes of hair loss in 
women. Anemia and a deficient 
thyroid secretion are additional pos­ 
sibilities to investigate.

L. C. WTites: A group of us were 
discussing the great Dr. John B. 
Murphy. W hat did he do to make 
his famous?

Much of his renown rested on his 
ability as a surgeon and teacher. He 
devised several operations and in­ 
vented the Murphy button which 
was used in those days to connect 
separated loops of the Intestine 
after surgery. He also worked with 
bone grafts and pneumothorax. For 
those who are interested in reading 
about Dr. Murphy’s career, there is 
a book on him by Dr. Loyal Davis 
called “J. B. Murphy; Stormy Petrel 
of Surgery” (Putnam).

fare ought to catch, by ear, 
almost instinctively. Orientals 
pay strict attention to surh 
shadings of posture and man­ 
ner. 


In a word, both the Russians and 
the Chinese will sense a feeling of 
"scare” on the part of the United 
States. They, of course, know their 
own strength and weakness, and 
they can have a good idea of ours. 
But they must w'onder why we are 
so scared. It must be difficult for 
people who have never known a 
free election to realize that the ap­ 
proach of the 1952 campaign has 
psychological effects upon the Ad­ 
ministration that could not exist 
in their own countries. They shoot 
down the opposition. 
The "loss cf face” which the 
opening of the Kaesong conference 
has brought to us cannot be meas­ 
ured by specific yardsticks. Among 
those who must resist Russia in 
Asia, if they are to remain free 
and independent — Burma, Siam 
< Thailand >, 
French 
Indo-China, 
Philippines. Pakistan and even In ­ 
dia — the disappointment is likely 
to be very profound. 
For even if the leaders in those 
countries recognize that Americans 
do not give a tinker’s damn about 
"face.” they will continue to won­ 
der. as they have for many years, 
whether they dare entrust their 
fate and prospects to a country 
th at so often does not seem to know 
what it is about. 


No sound Stat# Department 
would have permitted its coun­ 
try to walk Into this obvious 
and cleverly constructed trap. 
Either the experts were ignored 
by the man from Independence, 
Missouri, or we no longer have 
any experts, or the same old 
pro-Communist gang, so vio­ 
lently opposed by Senator Joe 
McCarthy, is still at work. You 
can have your choice. 


There Is one other side to all 
this: Americans tend to be prac­ 
tical. If a truce is to be found, let’s 
find it and get on with it! From 
that standpoint, what difference 
does it make whether we "lose face” 
or not? That side has meaning in 
the United States: in Asia it can­ 
not be understood at all. Therefore, 
we might assume from the reck­ 
lessness of the truce instructions 
that the State Department is pre­ 
pared to pull out of Asia altogether 
and 
to 
leave 
that 
continent to 
Soviet Russia by default. In a word, 
In spite of all that has happened, 
this country is still functioning on 
the theories of Yalta.

Dazzling Authoress

which Older said he had joined the 
party early in 1940 largely through 
the Influence of Ruth McKenny, 
author of “My Sister Eileen,” and 
editor of the New Masses from 1937 
to 1946. who later broke with Com­ 
munism. The counsel for the Senate 
Internal Security Committee states 
that Miss McKenny broke with the 
party at the same time Browder 
had his difficulties. 
Older’s father was born in Rus­ 
sian Poland, and Andy had been 
ardently anxious for peace between 
the United States and Russia. He 
said. however, that he had had a 
few' tough policies to swallow’ which 
had Jarred him—one of them being 
the party line against preparedness 
at a time when Stalin and Hitler 
w’ere allies in 1939. and later the 
sudden party switch to all-out pre­ 
paredness.

Lippman Had Communist Secretary 


At first I thought I could w’ean 
Older completely away from Com­ 
munism and had some talks along 
this line with J. Edgar Hoover. I 
figured that if I could get Older to 
do a Budenz and take a militant 
stand against the party, he would 
become a highly useful citizen. 
However, I also had heard that 
the Communists had planted a sec­ 
retary on Walter Lippmann and 
that it was standard Communist 
practice to put men in key spots 
where they could influence public 
opinion.

I saw him occasionally after that 
and have reason to believe he threw 
his old associates overboard and 
straightened himself out politically.

And since he cannot be here to 
defend himself, I would like to say 
that Andy Older was one of those 
u n f o r t u n a t e youngsters, who, 
through the influence of persuasive 
personalities, got off to a bad start, 


WASHINGTON—The great con­ 
troversy over whether the power 
to impose economic controls is to 
be retained by the emergency agen­ 
cies revolves almost wholly around 
the need of price and wage regula­ 
tion to arrest inflation. This is also 
the main argument for higher and 
higher taxes. But it now develops 
that controls can backfire and do 
such serious damage to the defense 
program as to make it questionable 
where the advantages of restrictive 
action really lie. 
Thus, 
the 
defense 
mobilizer, 
Charles E. Wilson—who is doing an 
earnest and impartial job in trying 
to stabilize the economy — frankly 
confesses that price controls can 
sometimes do considerable damage. 
Accordingly, he has ordered the re­ 
laxation of price controls on ma­ 
chine tools and the modification of 
other emergency restrictions so as 
to get more metalworking 
tools 
produced sooner for the defense 
program. 
To several government agencies 
now has gone a directive from Mr. 
Wilson aimed at dissolving the bot­ 
tleneck in machine tools said to be 
holding up the rearmament pro­ 
gram in key industries, especially in 
the manufacture of jet aircraft. 
First of all, the directive permits 
higher

for

makers as well as providing help in 
manpower, materials and the fin­ 
ancing of contracts. 


Encourage Production 


Second, Mr. Wilson declares that 
adjustment 
of 
price 
ceilings 
is 
necessary so as to encourage in­ 
creased production and to grant the 
Industry 
“more 
equitable 
treat­ 
ment.” He states that the “cost of 
the delay in waiting for machine 
tools will far exceed the cost of the 
tools.” 
Third, the machine-tool industry, 
which is now operating at the rate 
of $675,000,000 a year, will have to 
be stepped up to make $2,900,000,000 
of metalworking tools by July I of 
next year. 
These considerations are serious 
enough to make exceptions in the 
government’s price-control program, 
but the significant fact is that the 
government agencies are face to 
face with a reality—the need for 
encouragement of production. 


Defense Effort Hurt 


Most of the officials hereabouts 
have been so busy placating labor- 
union demands for limitations on 
corporate income, restrictions on 
amortization of plant facilities, and 
price controls that they have al­ 
lowed the defense program to lag 
behind. 


Prices And 


The top official in charge of the 
agencies 
administering 
economic 
controls, Charles E. Wilson, is able 
and sincere, and of this the country 
is probably aware. His radio addres­ 
ses to the country convey earnest­ 
ness and conviction. And the coun­ 
try is certainly aware that some 
controls are necessary. Congress was 
aw'are of this wnen it enacted the 
existing controls 
in 
the 
Defense 
Production Act last September. And 
the country probably understands 
that the need for which the con­ 
trols were set up will not end with 
whatever may be the outcome of 
the "cease fire” negotiations in 
Korea. 
Why then is there unwillingness 
in Congress to enact controls which 
Mr. 
Wilson 
says 
are 
necessary, 
determination to undo some steps 
he has taken under the controls 
as they exist? In the debates there 
is comparatively little attack upon 
Mr. Wilson except as he is a sym­ 
bol; there is no demand that he be 
replaced by another. 
Mr. Wilson, in the earnest appeal 
he made to the country last Mon­ 
day, said, "I do not know' the politi­ 
cal complications in the halls of 
Congress.” Politics there is. though 
not in an exclusive or even major 
sense partisan politics. Groups of 
Democrats and groups of Republi­ 
cans unite in the opposition to some 
controls. 


This is not the only reason, of 
course, for past delays in the arm ­ 
ament program, because there ara 
others—such as failure of the gov­ 
ernment to get going soon enough, 
as is evidenced by the revelations 
before a congressional committee 
th ab the famous B-36’s have not 
been produced in quantities needed 
by the U. S. Air Force. 
It is more important now to pre­ 
vent future delays. The surest waj 
to delay further the armament pro­ 
gram Is for Congress to listen to 
"left wing” propaganda that all is 
lost unless unlimited power is given 
to impose controls on prices. Even 
in the m atter of the rollback of 
cattle prices, the issue has been 
exaggerated. In due time there will 
be a scarcity of beef because it will 
be found that the price-control pro­ 
gram has discouraged production. 
The argument that the housewife is 
being 
discriminated 
against 
and 
that members of Congress who ar# 
questioning the drastic control me­ 
thods are voting against the interest 
of the consumer is one th at will not 
be uttered so loudly a year from 
now if the production of beef to take 
care of expanding demand is found 
to be much less than anticipated. 
The rule works there as it does on 
machine tools—production must be 
encouraged. 


Unbiased Approach Needed 


To manage the economic system 
of the United States in such a way 
as to curb runaway inflation and 
at the same time not to discourage 
productions requires a nonpolitical, 
dispassionate approach. Situations 
in different businesses and indust­ 
ries will vary. Hence a flexible pow­ 
er is more important than a rigid 
system. There would have been a 
grant of flexible power if many 
members of Congress and their con­ 
stituents had not lost confidence in 
the handling of the control pro­ 
gram. The dramatic defection by or* 
ganized labor and the consequent 
approval of the escalator clauses in 
wage contracts, as demanded by the 
unions, led other groups to feel they, 
too. could exert pressure. 
^Vhat is needed more than ever 
is a better understanding of in­ 
centives to production, and when 
the price-control officials take due 
account of the need for preserving 
incentive—and when Congress also 
takes this into consideration in the 
making of tax rates—there will be 
a better chance to restrain all 
groups and curb such inflationary 
trends as present a real danger.

*In my considered opinion and 
w iiii...* writing endless pages in 
support of our ordinance, I honestly 
believe the Ordinance No. 1815 will 
need no changes for the next five 
years. No ordinance should dictate 
even the type of fuel to be used, 
say in a diesel locomotive which is 
smoking, or in order to eliminate 
the 802 or C02 from industry, or 
in the firing of fuel in a blast 
furnace or in an incinerator.

*In my considered opinion and 
w 
i t i writing endless pages in 
support of our ordinance, I honestly 
believe the Ordinance No. 1815 will 
need no changes for the next five 
years. No ordinance should dictate 
even the type of fuel to be used, 
say in a diesel locomotive which is 
smoking, or in order to eliminate 
the S02 or C02 from industry, or 
in the firing of fuel in a blast 
furnace or in an incinerator.

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The Case O f Tungsten 


°, ,fefense a&encies have been charged with 
responsibility for this country’s “pitifully small” store 
or tungsten, that hard and scarce metal essential to 
the production of arms and civilian goods. They are 
accused of playing “blind man’s buff”—with all the 
players “blindfolded”—until the communist victory in 
China closed the best source of supply. And then, it 
is asserted, stockpiling “merely stepped up from a 
crawl to a shuffle.” 
A subcommittee of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, generally called the Senate’s defense 
“watchdog ’ committee, has handed up this indictment. 
The defense agencies involved are the Army and the 
Munitions Board. And the phrases already quoted are 
only some of the sharply worded criticisms in the 
subcommittee’s report on the tungsten situation. 
One more sentence might sum it up: “This is one 
of the worst examples of the evil effects of bureau­ 
cratic complacency upon the defense program that our 
subcommittee has uncovered.” 
It can be said in extenuation of the two agencies 
that this present stockpile, however inadequate, is 
larger than the supply in this country at the begin­ 
ning of World War II. But that is not the question. 
The question is to what extent the nation’s needs 
were met. 
That must be the criterion, and the two agencies 
concerned can hardly plead not guilty. The subcom­ 
mittee declares that “the free world stands on the 
verge of tungsten starvation.” It says we are “in a 
position where we must tighten our belts until it hurts 
and it is going to hurt plenty.” It says there is no 
possible way now to provide all the tungsten required 
for essential military and civilian production. 
So there has been a failure. It was an inexcusable 
failure, because there is simply no excuse good enough 
when what needed to be done went undone. 


Never Had It So Good 


Norway has put on the American run a new tanker, 
the Dalfonn. Each of the 50 officers and seamen 
aboard the 24,500-ton motor ship has a private, air­ 
conditioned cabin, and facilities for crew entertain­ 
ment include an aluminum swimming pool. 
All this luxury will seem incredible to those who 
have read “Moby Dick,” “Mutiny on the Bounty,” 
“Twenty Years Before 
the Mast,” or 
“The Caine 
Mutiny.’* Indeed, it will seem incredible to the men 
aboard most of the ships still afloat, for naval archi­ 
tects have not been noticeably solicitious about the 
comfort, or even the health, of seamen. 
Bad ventilation, criwded sleeping quarters, lack 
of privacy and boredom have been the traditional lot 
of ships’ crews. 
The new dispensation Is not wholly a matter of 
humanitarianism. 
The 
discomforts of 
life at sea, 
particularly on merchantmen, have lessened the num­ 
ber who are willing to become seamen. 
The luxury offered by the Dalfonn is obviously an 
attempt to meet the problem of recruitment. 
Some of the oldest and toughest of sea dogs may 
look with scorn at the Dalfonn, as an old Regular 
Army sergeant will snear at even the modest com­ 
forts of the modern army camp. But few will share 
their nostalgia for the Spartan life in the forecastles 
and barracks of old. Men can be men. good soldiers 
and good sailors, without living like cattle. 


Aid To Korean Schools 


The Republic of Korea has been assured by the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization that it will be helped in the job of 
rehabilitating its schools. The Korean minister of 
education has asked for assistance in mapping out an 
educational program and for financial aid. He also 
asked for help in a campaign to increase literacy in 
his country. 
The director general of Unesco, Jaime Torres 
Bodet, replied that the needed help would be given 
to Korea and mentioned the particular debt that the 
United Nations owed to Korea. Had the Republic 
wished to surrender to the North Koreans it might 
have spared the destruction of its cities. Instead it 
elected to fight and it became a symbol of United 
Nations unity. This is a debt that cannot be taken 
lightly. 
It seems appropriate that one of the ways in 
which the obligation to Korea will be repaid is through 
education. In Korea the United Nations can prove to 
the world that it is interested not only in stopping 
wrars by use of international force but also in prevent­ 
ing them by eliminating the sources of war. Poverty, 
ignorance and disease have been contributing causes 
to war since men first took arms against one another. 
Any move to eliminate or alleviate these evils is a 
step in the right direction. 


Marching With Time 
The “March of Time,” documentary film series 
which has presented, analyzed and interpreted trends 
in the news for over seventeen years, will shortly be 
seen no more in the nation’s movie houses. The films 
will henceforth be seen over television. 
The series began in the midst of the great depres­ 
sion and continued to chronicle and explain the world 
situation through World War II and the eventful 
years since. The films maintained a standard of excel­ 
lence that commanded attention even from people who 
went to the theater purely for relaxation and enter­ 
tainment and who would ordinarily have shunned 
educational productions. 
The long series contributed much to the docu­ 
mentary approach to movie making. Perhaps it can 
have a corresponding effect on the comparatively new 
field of television. In turning aside from its shrinking 
movie audiences and stepping into a new field, the 
film series seems to keep spirit with its dramatic 
identifying signature line, “Time marches on.” 


Spare Tires Again 
The Defense Production Administration is lifting 
Its ban against spare tires in new automobiles. Manly 
Fleischmann, the administrator, explained that there 
have been an improvement in the rubber situation and 
a reduction in automobile production. Fewer new cars 
require fewer spare tires. The combined result, he said, 
makes it possible to lift the ban against the spare. 
All this is to the good. We are glad that the rubber 
situation is better. We are not glad that automobile 
production is lower, although on Sunday afternoons 
it is even possible to be glad for that. But we are glad 
that the new cars in the showrooms will have spare 
tires again. We think Fleischmann owes his public, 
however, exact figures on the rubber savings achieved 
by the spare tire ban, which prevented the manu­ 
facturer from Installing a spare tire, leaving that job 
to the nearest service station.

Insect Venom Reactions 


Fate plays strange tricks. A 42 
year old Texan, in the best of 
health, decided to trim the hedge 
alongside his house. H struck a nest 
of yellow jackets and was stung on 
the forehead, back of the neck, and 
probably 
in 
the 
armpit. 
Within 
three minutes he turned blue and 
began to froth at the mouth; in five 
minutes he was dead. The man wras 
thought at first to have had a 
heart attack but his physician final­ 
ly came to the conclusion th at sen­ 
sitivity to the sting of a yellow 
jacket was responsible. Three weeks 
prior to his death he had been stung 
on an arm and the entire limb 
puffed up like a balloon. 
A resident of Santa Monica, C al, 
was more fortunate. He was stroll­ 
ing along the beach barefooted and 
stepped on some half dead bees 
lying in the sand near the water 
line. Almost immediately he felt a 
sharp pain near the base of his left 
great toe; ten minutes later his 
palms began to tingle and stiffen 
and the lips became numb and 
swollen. W ithin a half hour he be­ 
came weak and .suffered abdominal 
cramps. Meanwhile, swelling of the 
eyelids and other paris of the body, 
tightness of the chest, hives, and 
intense itching developed. His phy­ 
sician, who was called immediately, 
recognized the difficulty and the 
m an was completely relieved after 
an injection of adrenalin. 


Such reactions after insect bites 
usually are on an allergic basis; the 
individual is sensitive to the venom. 
As a rule the area swells and itches 
intensely; 
the lesion th at arises 
after a mosquito bite is a typical 
example. The afterm ath is more 
serious when greater sensitivity ex­ 
ists. In some the eyes become puffy 
and itching is excruciating; others 
encounter asthm a with sneezing and 
wheezing. A sense of uneasiness, 
rapid pulse, and a fall in blood pres­ 
sure also may occur. The severe re­ 
action encountered by the Califor­ 
nia man is rare and the experience 
of the Texan was extremely un­ 
usual. 
Much 
depends 
upon 
the 
amount of venom injected and the 
degree of sensitivity. 
The ordinary insect bite generally 
can be disregarded. Household am ­ 
monia or a wet pack made with 
sodiun/ bicarbonate eases itching. 
Ointments containing one of the 
antihistam inics are proving to be 
excellent remedies; they are specific 
against allergies and frequently of­ 
fer relief within a few minutes after 
application. A physician should be 
consulted for the more violent re­ 
actions because emergency care may 
be required. Persons who are not 
sensitive to mosquito bites often as­ 
sert they never are bitten. This is 
not true; the insects like them as 
well as anyone else, but when there 
is no reaction to the sting the per­ 
son is unaware of having been 
bitten. 


Marked sensitivity to insects may 
be a hazard to men and women who 
work out in the open. A rancher or 
farmer, for example, who is sensi­ 
tive to bees, wasps, or betties must 
be on the lookout at all times. De­ 
sensitization may be necessary and 
stinging insect venoms now 
are 
available 
commercially, but 
con­ 
tinuous treatm ent with these ex­ 
tracts may be necessary because 
protection is shortlived. The anti­ 
histaminics also help and many 
must learn to give themselves emer­ 
gency adrenalin if a dangerous re­ 
action arises.

Nervousness and illness are listed 
among the causes of hair loss in 
women.

Murphy. W hat did he do to make 
his famous?

Much of his renown rested on his 
ability as a surgeon and teacher. He 
devised several operations and in­ 
vented the Murphy button which 
was used in those days to connect 
separated loops of the 
Intestine 
after surgery. He also worked with 
bone grafts and pneumothorax. For 
those who are interested in reading 
about Dr. M urphy’s career, there is 
a book on him by Dr. Loyal Davis 
called “J. B. Murphy; Stormy Petrel 
of Surgery” (Putnam ).

A Communist Once W orked For Pearson; Young Newsman W as Converted 


To Party By Author O f "My Sister Eileen"; Fired Four Years Ago. 


WASHINGTON. — I t’s 
hard 
to 
write about a man who is dead and 
cannot defend himself. However, I 
should like to write about Andrew 
Older, listed recently by an FBI 
undercover agent as a member of 
the Communist party. 
Older worked for me for a brief 
period after the war and it became 
my unpleasant duty to fire him. 
During the course of firing him. I 
got to know a little bit about what 
makes a Communist tick. 
If we are going to cure Commun­ 
ism in the American body politic, 
then it’s im portant th a t we know 
w hat turns a man into a Commun­ 
ist and how he can be cured. Here 
is one case history in point.

dailies and the Hollywood reporter. 
During the tail end of the war when 
rn an plower was short he also work­ 
ed parttim e for me, in addition to 
his other chores. 


Canadian Spy Ring 


Andy was a nice boy, worked 
hard and I never dreamed a t first 
he had any links with the Com­ 
munists. But as time passed and I 
wrote more and more critical stories 
about Russia I became suspicious. 
He frequently argued against the 
columns which criticized Russia. 
I recall especially the column I 
wrote exposing the Russian spy ring 
in Canada. At th at time—1946—a 
great many Americans still were 
devoted to the idea th at we could 
and must cooperate with Russia, 
and the critical mail I received call­ 
ing me a liar and a warmonger was 


heavy. Older was among those who 
deprecated this column. 
Later a friend reported th at he 
had seen Older with both a mem­ 
ber of the Soviet Tass News Agency 
and the editor of the Soviet Infor­ 
m ation Service, which wTas publish­ 
ed by the Russian Embassy. As a 
result, I went to J. Edgar Hoover, 
told him of this report and asked 
whether he had any information 
regarding Older and a possible af­ 
filiation with Communism. 
Mr. Hoover reported a week or so 
later th at Older was listed as a 
member of the Communist party in 
W ashington. 
Next dav I called Older in, figur­ 
ing th at in conformity with stand­ 
ard Communist practice he would 
deny membership in the party. But 
he didn’t. He told the truth. 


t i Face a 


In the orient, “face” is everything. 
It is the quality of success, of 
position, of authority. It determines 
who is right and who is wrong. 
Surely, the Far Eastern e x p e rt in 
the State Departm ent and those 
who practice psychological warfare 
know all about "face.” 
Yet, this country has been jockied 
into the position of suing for peace. 
Instead of meeting on a hospital 
ship, the truce conference is in 
enemy-held territory, in an enemy 
city, surrounded by an enemy guard. 
Our representatives came unarmed; 
the enemy came armed. They were 
serviced by their press and photo­ 
graphers; our reporters were for­ 
bidden access to the meetings. 


This was not what the Army 
Intended the American people 
to know. It was only the courage 
and daring of American news­ 
papermen 
who 
forced 
these 
facts into the open in spite of 
military censorship. The Army 
was handling this situation as 
Genera! Eisenhower handled the 
truce with the Germans at the 
end of World War II. He tried 
to suppress the farts of the 
truce, but Edward Kennedy of 
the Associated Press refused to 
be a party to the deceit. Such 
newspapermen are in the grand 
tradition of this profession. 


The first truce meetings were not 
even as between equals. The Chi­ 
nese came as 
they 
chose; 
the 
Americans came as subordinates. It 
is astonishing th at the Chinese 
communists did not revert to their 
ancient custom of requiring for­ 
eigners to kow-tow — th at is to 
bow low. striking their foreheads on 
the ground three times in total 
abjection. The old Manchu emper­ 
ors demanded th at and were re­ 
sisted by a braver race. 
Who is responsible for this hu­ 
miliation? 
Someohe issued the order to re­ 
duce the United States to a de­ 
feated nation. Or, have we been de­ 
feated? Are we suing for peace? 
The entire episode is astonishing. 
The President's message of friend­ 
ship to the Russian people, ham ­ 
mered over the Voice of America 
many times during the day, is also 
a misreading of the oriental as 
well as the Russian mentality. 


Among Orientals one does not 
speak of friendship unless one 
feels weak, abject, subordinate. 
The language of position de­ 
mands the tone of equality. It 
is a nuance of words and ideas 
which the psychological war-

fare ought to catch, by ear, 
almost instinctively. Orientals 
pay strict attention 
to such 
shadings of posture and man­ 
ner. 


In a word, both the Russians and 
the Chinese will sense a feeling of 
“scare” on the part of the United 
States. They, of course, know their 
own strength and weakness, and 
they can have a good idea of ours. 
But they must wonder why we are 
so scared. It must be difficult for 
people who have never known a 
free election to realize that the ap­ 
proach of the 1952 campaign has 
psychological effects upon the Ad­ 
m inistration th at could not exist 
in their own countries. They shoot 
down the opposition. 
The "loss cf face” w'hich the 
opening of the Kaesong conference 
has brought to us cannot be meas­ 
ured by specific yardsticks. Among 
those who must resist Russia in 
Asia, if they are to remain free 
and independent — Burma, Siam 
(Thailand), 
French 
Indo-China, 
Philippines, Pakistan and even In ­ 
dia — the disappointment is likely 
to be very profound. 
For even if the leaders in those 
countries recognize th at Americans 
do not give a tinker’s damn about 
“face.” they will continue to won­ 
der, as they have for many years, 
whether they dare entrust their 
fate and prospects to a country 
th at so often does not seem to know 
what it is about. 


No sound State Department 
would have permitted its coun­ 
try to walk into this obvious 
and cleverly constructed trap. 
Either the experts were ignored 
by the man from Independence, 
Missouri, or we no longer have 
any experts, or the same old 
pro-Conimunist gang, so vio­ 
lently opposed by Senator Joe 
McCarthy, is still at work. You 
can have your choice. 


There is one other side to all 
this: Americans tend to be prac­ 
tical. If a truce Is to be found, let's 
find it and get on with it! From 
that, standpoint, what difference 
does it make whether we "lose face” 
or not? That side has meaning in 
the United States: in Asia it can­ 
not be understood at all. Therefore, 
we might assume from the reck­ 
lessness of the truce instructions 
that, the State Departm ent is pre­ 
pared to pull out of Asia altogether 
and 
to 
leave 
th at 
continent to 
Soviet Russia by default. In a word, 
in spite of all that has happened, 
this country is still functioning on 
the theories of Yalta.

Dazzling Authoress 


In a way this made things more 
difficult. If he had lied, it would 
have been easy to fire him. But 
when a man tells the truth you cer­ 
tainly owe it to him to listen to 
his story. 
So we had a long talk, during 
which Older said he had joined the 
party early in 1940 largely through 
the influence of Ruth McKenny, 
author of "My Sister Eileen,” and 
editor of the New’ Masses from 1937 
to 1946. who later broke with Com­ 
munism. The counsel for the Senate 
Internal Security Committee states 
th at Miss McKenny broke with the 
party at the same time Browder 
had his difficulties. 
Older s father was born in Rus­ 
sian Poland, and Andy had been 
ardently anxious for peace between 
the United States and Russia. He 
said, however, th at he had had a 
few’ tough policies to swallow’ which 
had Jarred him—one of them being 
the party line against preparedness 
at a time when Stalin and Hitler 
were allies in 1939. and later the 
sudden party switch to all-out pre­ 
paredness. 
He said th at he had been trying 
to get aw’ay from the party, hadn’t 
attended meetings since 1944 and 
was fed up with highhanded Com­ 
m unist tactics. However, 
he said 
th at it was hard to get away when 
you were once a member because 
the comrades blackmailed you by 
threatening to expose your member­ 
ship. 
He said he gradually had come 
around to my point of view’ that 
Russia was the chief disrupter of 
the peace and th at her tactics under 
the Kremlin were just as imperial­ 
istic as under the Czar. 


Lippman Had Communist Secretary 


At first I thought I could wean 
Older completely away from Com­ 
munism and had some talks along 
this line with J. Edgar Hoover. I 
figured th at if I could get Older to 
do a Budenz and take a m ilitant 
stand against the party, he would 
become a highly useful citizen. 
However, I also had heard th at 
the Communists had planted a sec­ 
retary on W alter Lippmann and 
that it was standard Communist 
practice to put men in key spots 
where they could influence public 
opinion. So, figuring there was no 
use making life difficult by sitting 
on a continual keg t)f dynamite, I 
let Older go. 
I saw him occasionally after that 
and have reason to believe he threw 
his old associates overboard 
and 
straightened himself out politically. 
In fact, he became something of 
a small-scale capitalist, and in ad­ 
dition to his trade journals, oper­ 
ated a laundry. 
And since he cannot be here to 
defend himself, I would like to say 
that Andy Older was one of those 
u n f o r t u n a t e youngsters, w’ho, 
through the influence of persuasive 
personalities, got off to a bad start, 


WASHINGTON—The great con­ 
troversy over whether the power 
to impose economic controls is to 
be retained by the emergency agen­ 
cies revolves almost wholly around 
the need of price and wage regula­ 
tion to arrest inflation. This is also 
the main argument for higher and 
higher taxes. But it now develops 
th at controls can backfire and do 
such serious damage to the defense 
program as to make it questionable 
where the advantages of restrictive 
action really lie. 
Thus, 
the 
defense 
mobilizer, 
Charles E. Wilson—who is doing an 
earnest and impartial job in trying 
to stabilize the economy — frankly 
confesses that price controls can 
sometirfies do considerable damage. 
Accordingly, he has ordered the re­ 
laxation of price controls on m a­ 
chine tools and the modification of 
other emergency restrictions so as 
to get 
more 
metalworking 
tools 
produced sooner for the defense 
program. 
To several government agencies 
now has gone a directive from Mr. 
Wilson aimed at dissolving the bot­ 
tleneck in machine tools said to be 
holding up the rearmam ent pro­ 
gram in key industries, especially in 
the manufacture of jet aircraft. 
First of all, the directive permits 
higher 
prices 
for 
machine-tool* 
makers as well as providing help in 
manpower, m aterials and the fin­ 
ancing of contracts. 


Encourage Production 


Second, Mr. Wilson declares that 
adjustm ent 
of 
price 
ceilings 
is 
necessary so as to encourage in­ 
creased production and to grant the 
industry 
“more 
equitable 
treat­ 
ment.” He states that the "cost of 
the delay in waiting for machine 
tools will far exceed the cost of the 
tools.” 
Third, the machine-tool industry, 
which is now operating at the rate 
of $675,000,000 a year, will have to 
be stepped up to make $2,900,000,000 
of metalworking tools by July I of 
next year. 
These considerations are serious 
enough to make exceptions in the 
government’s price-control program, 
but the significant fact is th at the 
government agencies are face to 
face with a reality—the need for 
encouragement of production. 


Defense Effort Hurt 


Most of the officials hereabouts 
have been so busy placating labor- 
union demands for limitations on 
corporate income, restrictions on 
amortization of plant facilities, and 
price controls that they have al­ 
lowed the defense program to lag 
behind.

This is not the only reason, of 
course, for past delays in the arm ­ 
ament program, because there a rt 
others—such as failure of the gov­ 
ernm ent to get going soon enough, 
as is evidenced by the revelations 
before a congressional committee 
thab the famous B-36’s have not 
been produced in quantities needed 
by the U. S. Air Force. 
It is more important now to pre­ 
vent future delays. The surest wal 
to delay further the armament pro­ 
gram is for Congress to listen to 
"left wing” propaganda that all is 
lost unless unlimited power is given 
to impose controls on prices. Even 
in the m atter of the rollback of 
cattle prices, the issue has been 
exaggerated. In due time there will 
be a scarcity of beef because it will 
be found that the price-control pro­ 
gram has discouraged production. 
The argum ent th at the housewife is 
being 
discriminated 
against 
and 
th at members of Congress who ar® 
questioning the drastic control me­ 
thods are voting against the interest 
of the consumer is one th at will not 
be uttered so loudly a year from 
now if the production of beef to take 
care of expanding demand is found 
to be much less than anticipated. 
The rule works there as it does on 
machine tools—production must be 
encouraged. 


Unbiased Approach Needed 


To manage the economic system 
of the United States in such a way 
as to curb runaway inflation and 
at the same time not to discourage 
productions requires a nonpolitical, 
dispassionate approach. Situations 
in different businesses and indust­ 
ries will vary. Hence a flexible pow­ 
er is more important than a rigid 
system. There would have been a 
grant of flexible power if many 
members of Congress and their con­ 
stituents had not lost confidence in 
the handling of the control pro­ 
gram. The dram atic defection by or* 
ganized labor and the consequent 
approval of the escalator clauses rn 
wage contracts, as demanded by the 
unions, led other groups to feel they, 
too, could exert pressure. 
W hat is needed more than ever 
is a better understanding of in­ 
centives to production, and when 
the price-control officials take due 
account of the need for preserving 
incentive—and when Congress also 
takes this into consideration in the 
making of tax rates—there will be 
a better chance to restrain all 
groups and curb such inflationary 
trends as present a real danger.

Prices And Politics 


The top official in charge of the 
agencies 
administering 
economic 
controls, Charles E. Wilson, is able 
and sincere, and of this the country 
is probably aware. His radio addres­ 
ses to the country convey earnest­ 
ness and conviction. And the coun­ 
try is certainly aware th at some 
controls are necessary. Congress was 
aw’are of this wnen it enacted the 
existing controls 
in 
the 
Defense 
Production Act last September. And 
the country probably understands 
th at the need for which the con­ 
trols were set up will not end with 
whatever may be the outcome of 
the "cease fire” negotiations in 
Korea. 
Why then is there unwillingness 
in Congress to enact controls which 
Mr. 
Wilson 
says 
are 
necessary, 
determination to undo some steps 
he has taken under the controls 
as they exist? In the debates there 
is comparatively little attack upon 
Mr. Wilson except as he is a sym­ 
bol: there is no demand th at he be 
replaced by another. 
Mr. Wilson, in the earnest appeal 
he made to the country last Mon­ 
day, said. "I do not know the politi­ 
cal complications in the halls of 
Congress.” Politics there is, though 
not in an exclusive or even major 
sense partisan politics. Groups of 
Democrats and groups of Republi­ 
cans unite in the opposition to some 
controls. 


Beef Price Roll-Back 
• 
Much of the politics is pressure 
politics, pressure by groups to which 
Congress reacts. This is illustrated 
by the strong disposition in Con­ 
gress to undo what has become the 
most conspicuous of tile steps taken 
by the Price Control Agency under 
Mr. 
Wilson, 
the 
"roll-back” in 
prices of beef. The reaction of Mid­ 
w est farmers to th at rollback has 


but w’ho saw things in a far clearer 
light before he died. 


“Stop Eisenhower” 


A full scale "Stop Eisenhower” 
campaign is being cooked up back­ 
stage by the Chicago Tribune and 
backers of Senator Taft.

*In my considered opinion and 
wi Ill - -.1/ 
writing endless pages in 
support of our ordinance, I honestly 
believe the Ordinance No. 1815 will 
need no changes for the next five 
years. No ordinance should dictate 
even the type of fuel to be used, 
say in a diesel locomotive which is 
smoking, or in order to eliminate 
the S02 or C02 from industry, or 
in the firing of fuel in a blast 
furnace or in an incinerator. In 
fact, it w'ould be inconsistent to 
change over to some other fuel in 
a plant that was smoking while 
burning refuse, garbage, or process 
fumes because, and I have stated it 
many times, fuel is not the cause 
of smoke or fly ash.
